THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Surry, in the County of 
Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Surry 
on Tuesday the ninth day of March next, at 7:30 p.m. in the afternoon 
to act upon the following subjects. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
2. To hear the reports of the town officers. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen and 
Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to accept-Trust Funds that may 
have been received by the town during the past year. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget as pre- 
sented by the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate money for 
the same, or take any action in relation thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinance 
as follows: 


I. Amend Section 1-(1) by striking it out and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 

Section 1-(1): "Land to the depth of 300 feet from the 
center line of all public highways in the Town of Surry shall be 
zoned as indicated on the Zoning Map, and all other land within 
the Town of Surry shall be included in the General District". 


II. Amend Section 4 pertaining to General District Uses 
generally by striking out said section and inserting in lieu there- 
of the following: 

Section 4--General District Uses: "In a General District, 
there shall be no restriction on the use of any building erected 
or altered thereon, except as provided in Section 5, nor on the 
use of the land except: (1) "No land within 300 feet from the 
center line of any public highway shall be used for a dump or for 
the storage of abandoned vehicles or parts thereof, junk, scrap 
paper, rags or discarded materials of any kind. Land may be 
used for such purposes beyond the depth of 300 feet from the

center line of any public highway only with the approval 

(special exception) from the Board of Adjustment which may im- 
pose such conditions and restrictions thereon as the Board sees 
fit. (2) "No land within 200 feet from the center line of any 
public highway shall be used for a gravel bank nor shall any 

part of the topsoil or subsoil be removed from any such premises 
except in connection with construction undertaken upon the pre- 
mises; land may be used for such purposes beyond the depth of 
200 feet from the center line of any public highway only with the 
approval (special exception) from the Board of Adjustment, which 
may impose such conditions and restrictions thereon as the Board 
Sees tit. (3) “No land shall be used asa race track or race 
course for any purpose except with the approval of the Board of 
Adjustment." (4) "No land within the General District shall be 
used in a manner that is disorderly, unsightly, noxious or det- 
rimental to the public or prejudicial to the general welfare or 
that may properly be considered a nuisance under the police 
powers of the town". 


III. Add a new subsection to Section 7 entitled "Board of 
Adjustment" as follows: 

Subsection 3--"The Board shall have the authority to 
grant permits (special exceptions) under such conditions and for 
such periods of time as it considers in the best interest of the 
public in the event a specific use requires a permit or special 
exception under the provisions of this ordinance. The Board 
may at its discretion require such guarantee or surety at it con- 
siders necessary to insure compliance with the conditions of the 
permit". 


IV. Surry Trailer and Mobile Home Ordinance. Add a new 
Section V (b): "The total number of Mobile Homes and/or 
Trailers in the Town of Surry shall not exceed fifteen (15%) per- 
cent of the total number of dwellings conforming to Section 5-(1) 
of the Zoning Ordinance. 


7. To see if the town will establish a town Conservation Com- 
mission as set fort inR.S.A. 36-a. "and that the Selectmen appoint 
said Commission within thirty days from the date of the annual meeting 
and that temporary chairman be appointed to call the first meeting of 
the Commission". 


8. To take up any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
